Where will it end? 



Tliaro are times when tho Press, in 
the multitudinous duties involvod in a 
faithful discharge of its obligations, 
must join tbo alarmists that extremes 
may be avoided. In English oommun« 
itios those occasions, it iB true, do not 
oiton occur ; for tho last thing thoy 
resort to in thoir own defence, and for 
their own protection, is an activo op- 
position to their Government. In 
proportion, thoreforo, to tho infrc 
quency of tho oconvrenco BbOflJd 
attention bo givon to the people's 
complaints when tbey are made in 
language becoming themsolvos and tho 
respect duo to tho Crown. A factious 
opposition to a Governtnont, in which 
no good is seen, no juatico admitted, 
no merit recognized, wo havo always 
regarded as an evil greater than the 
one sought to bo removed. At the 
eamo liuxe a want ot lidotity to the 
people, thoir wrongs, their sufferings, 
is unpardouablo ; and tho Press cannot 
bo guilty oi that infidelity, at any 
period or in any country, without 
Bacrincing its consistency, usefulness 
and power. Eternal vigilanco is tho 
price of liberty. Without desiring to 
create unnecessary alarm, or to re- 
present public feoling otherwise than 
it exists, wo cannot hesitate in saying 
that tno eontiment prevailing' towards 
the G-ovornment «t presont is such 
as to demand tho most prompt and 
Berions attention from those whoso 
duty and whoso happinoss will boalike 
found in that conciliation. Tho Eng* 
lisb, moro, perhaps, than all people, 
are forbearing to a fault; thoir lovo of 
constitutional order and authority leads 
them to ovorlock much which fires the 
imagination and excites tho puusion ol 
othor people. Bnt when that patient 
endurance iB exhausted they are equally 
tho most dangerous of all people, bo- 
oause thoir angor springs from a con- 
scious sense of wrong, which cannot 
be allayed without leceiving justice. 
It ia natural that a pooplo who 
lovo their Government, who aro 
proud of their loyalty, and 
who novor forgot thoir country, 
should resent indifference and con- 
tempt. Those who mix much in pub- 
lic life, and daily hear lifice onrsolvos 
tho earnest utterings of growing dis~ 
content in our midst, can not remain 
indifforont to tho danger existing. It 
is our duty to make known that sen- 
timent to those most interested in 
knowing its character, that their 
polioy and conduct may bo chanuod. 
Monarohs, much less Governors, can- 
not at all times indulge their private 
habits and personal toolings. Tho

Editor Colonist,— Tba peoplo in thia 
section are greatly astonished to learn from 
your paper of tbo 29th ult., that no action
